However, response to the importers’ questionnaire was received initially only from M/s 
MFPL Fluorine and later from another importer/user, M/s Fluorides & Chemicals, 
Puducherry, which was taken into account after initial deficiencies were rectified. M/s 
Overseas Chemtech also responded to the initiation notification and sought to be included 
in the investigations, but submissions made by them indicated that they were 
incorporated only after the period of investigation and had no imports, so that the said 
party did not qualify as an interested party under Rule 2 (c) of the AD Rules. 

(vii) Copies of initiation notice were also sent to F1CCI, CII, ASSOCHAM, Excise Law 
Times etc., for wider circulation. 

(viii) Request was made to the Directorate General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics (DGCI&S) to arrange details of imports of subject goods for the past three years 
and the period of investigation. 

(ix) The investigation of dumping and injury covered the period from 1 st April 2005 to 
30* September 2006 (Also called the period of investigation or POI). The examination 
of trends in the context of injury analysis covered the period from 1 st April 2002 to the 
end of POI (also called Injury period). 

(x) The Authority sought and verified all the -information it deemed necessary for the 
purpose of determination of dumping and resulting injury. The Authority conducted on- 
the-spot investigation of the domestic industry to the extent considered necessary. The 
cost of the production of the domestic industry was also analysed to work out the cost to 
produce and the cost to make and sell the subject goods in India on the basis of Generally 
Accepted Accounting Principles based on the information furoidfied by the applicants to 
ascertain if anti dumping duty lower than the dumping margin would be sufficient to 
remove injury to the domestic industry. 

(xi) The Authority held a public hearing on 25 th October 2007 and another hearing on 21 st 
November 2007 to hear the interested parties orally. The hearings were attended by 
representatives of the domestic industry and the importers, The participating parties were 
requested to file written submissions of the views expressed, which submissions have been 
considered by the Authority in this finding, except those of M/s Overseas Chemtech. 

(xii) The essential facts of the case were disclosed to all interested parties in the form of 
confidential and general disclosures. Comments of the interested parties on the disclosure 
statement, to the extent they are relevant and supported by evidence, have been considered 
by the Authority.

6. The product unde? consideration in the present investigation, as defined in the 
original investigation, is ‘Hydrofluoric acid of all fow«s, purities and coneeolrations 
originating in or exported from China PR. Hydroflitotio (or HF) Acid eeM be in the 
form of liquid or gas arid anhydrous or aqueeua ^ d fitt l c dc I£ is used as a ctoalyit for 
gasoline flatted; : in ■'feahttf&ture - ; dfinet^anic fluorides, fhwriwted hydrocarbon, 
compounds, refrigerants, is a pickling agent for deaoaling stekdess snaps and high silicon 
sheets, glass etching, etc. the raw materials used areaddgrade fluonpar^ suiphiiric acid 
and oleum, Which are fed into a pre-reactor at predetermined inter mixed and converted 
into a homogeneous mixture and ppshed into die HP Scid ^reactor. The resulting HF gas is 
dniwn into a pie-scrubbing tower for washing mid then condensed using chittad calcium 
chloride solution, the liquid W then purified bv dlrtifiatto* and the anhydrite by-product 
is withdrawn separately. HF acid is sold in dilute ctmcenWttwns ranging from 20% to

D. STANDmCOF T HEPOMEStfCINIWSTHY 



8. The sunset review has been initiated on the basis of a duly substantiated request 
submitted by M/s. Tanfec Industries Ltd, Cuddatore, an bebatf of the domestic industry, 
supported by M/s Navin Fluorine International Ltd, Mumbai. The petitioner and the 
supporter dfefrie As sabjeit peeduct TWO otheiffoducqr* of HF 

acid, viz., M/s Gujarat Fluorine and M/s SRF Ltd consume the product captively. Both 
had hnpoited the product m die POI, M/a SRF Ltd havi^ kppeitod HF 100% in 
substantial quantity. Therefore; M/s Gcjatot Fluorine arid M/s SRF ass demned not to 
form a part of die domestic industry under Rule'S (b) of the A0 Rules. The Authority 
holds M/s Tanfec Industries and M/s* N*vin Fluorine to consdtirte the domestic industry 
for the purpose of the current investigation.

E. VIEWS OF THE INTERESTED PARTIES 

'V 

9. The views of the interested parties are incorporated at appropriate places in ’the 
findings, but those of a general nature are as below: 

a) On admissibility of the petition 

10. The co-operating importers have contended that the petitioner does not constitute 
the majority of the domestic industry and production is not more than 50% of domestic 
production, if the total production capacity of all four units of the domestic industry was 
considered. Only a part of the production of Tanfac, Navin Fluorine and SRF Ltd. were 
being sold as HF and the petitioner’s claim that SRF was consuming all its production 
captively was not true. Therefore, the petition should be dismissed. In response, the 
domestic industry has stated that the petitioner was a major domestic producer of the 
subject product and constituted domestic industry within the meaning of the Rules. 
Further, that after initiation, Navin Fluorine has provided full information. The two 
together constitute the entire domestic production for the merchant market. The combined 
capacity of SRF and Gujarat Fluorine was below 20 TMT and was only for captive 
consumption. Even if their production was included, the production of the petitioners 
constituted more than 50%. The Authority observed that the petitioners jointly constituted 
over 70% of the domestic market, while the other two units had imported the subject 
product in the POI, so that they did not constitute part of the domestic industry. 

b) On extension of duty 

11. The importers have claimed that anti-dumping duty cannot be extended on a 
product not covered by the original investigation and the contention that HF-70 /o was 
being imported to circumvent duty was untenable. They have further stated that when 
HF-70% was not viewed as a dumped commodity, the question of review did not arise, as 
.the technical properties of the product had not changed. Besides, even if there had been 
duty on HF-70%, the landed value was much higher and would not have attracted duty. 
The domestic industry has responded that in a review, the Authority re-determined the 
dumping margin for extending duty and exclusion of HF-70% from the review would 
facilitate circumvention of duty by importing it, while inclusion- of HF- 70% in the scope 
of the product did not imply enlargement in the scope. The Authority noted that in the 
original investigations, the product under consideration was HF acid as a whole. 

c) On insufficient capacity of and captive consumption by the domestic industry 

12. The importers have claimed that the petitioners’ production capacity was 30- 40 
TMT of HF acid annually, of which 85-90% was captively used to produce value added 
products. Only a small part of production was sold as HF acid in various concentrations 
in the domestic and export markets. The quantity produced by the petitioner could be 
entirely captively consumed without making any quantity available for merchandise sale. 
That the petitioner on incorporation was licensed to manufacture only aluminium fluoride 
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with captive use of HF, 'but 5 years later, the company diverted pwt of HF acid produced 
for merchant sales without increasing capacity. Availability of the subject product for 
sale thus depended on Orders for value added production. In the absence of dear 
demarcation of capacity and avaflidtliity of the product, the petitioner’s production should 
not be included in total domestic production. Besides, there can arise a paradoxical 
situation whetb capacity feffilzdtfon ofthe phmt drn be 10d%, but product availability can 
be 0%, so that without quantification ofavailabiHty, any discussion on capacity would be 
meaningless. Further, oneofthe domestic units had reducod retes quandty &om 50U MT 
to 150 Kff, cteatfogshortagesirttite mattetandlmportittg anhydrous MF acid for their 
own cons um ption. The severe ahorthge of the subject product and the doubling of 
Chinese prices in the past 12 months have led to rising input prices which could result in 
close-down ofthe downstream industry and that of jobs. Tbs *tonre*fc imfcstry has 
refuted this argument, affirming that on account of dumping from China, they were not 
utilising their full capacity desjfite increase m demand. Levy of duty would remove the 
unfair advantage caused by dumping, prevent decline and maintain availability of wider 
choice to the consumer. 

d) Ob HF add feeing nrk material fermsny smalt scale units 

13. The importers claimed that HF users are in the small scale sector and produce 
derivatives similar to what was produced by the petitioner, who can control HF 
availabHHy in diemarket and stop supply, to users. If Imports are not allowed, the SSI 
users would free closure. Besides, air import constitute a very insignificant percentage 
compared to total production* no injury is suffered by thc large tcaie maiwflxrturers as 
seen from their economic pmametare . Tlw domestfe industry has clahne^ these was 
no reason to assume that Indian producers would not supply the material to die 
consumers since capacity has been set up for production and sales. 

e) On tbe petlWoner’s eiport aud doaiestk prices 

14. The tmporters'Hive aHeged that die petitioners export HF acid and other value 
addbd products at pnees mUcfe lower than the domestic sales price. Thus, though die cost 
of production was mufcb lower, die product was sold at a good |«*m«tnL The aqrort prtce 
clearly demonstrate that the domestic producers could compete globally and do not 
require any safeguard. The domestic industry has stated thatthe priceat which they were 
forced to export was not an appropriate parameter to decide dumping or injury. 

I) OtanildutyOn l l U e rs paraud tower eachange rates 

15. The importers have alleged that the duty on the basic raw materials was brought 
to nil erfflihi 5 years amt the $ * Rs. exchange rale waa ail time low. Widi the raw 
material available at the international price, there was no nebd fbrany safe®mrd to die 
domestic industry when it was faced with a level playing field*. The domestic todutoy 
has stated that the injury parameters considered on the basis of the actual cast of raw 
materials incurred by die petitioners automatically took into account all changes in the 
rate of duty and exchange rate. 
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g) On price variation between HF acid 70% and below 70% 

16. The domestic industry has claimed that Chinese producers maintaihed significant 
price differences between HF-70% and other concentrations because of absence of duty 
on the former and revocation of duty would lead to export of other concentrations at 
significant levels. However, the importers have disputed this claim, as when prices are 
converted on HF-100% basis, they were at par. -HF-70% would be priced cheaper due to 
reduced packing cost, freight advantage, etc and was imported only by the actual users 
and down-stream product manufacturers possessing the necessary expertise in its 
handling and use. Traders in HF acid import only HF-60% because of lack of expertise. 

F. CONTINUATION OF PUMPING . 

17. Under Section 9A (1) (c) of the Customs Tariff Act 1975, 

- “Normal value in relation to an article means: 

(i) the comparable price, in the ordinary course of trade, for the like article when meant 
for consumption in the exporting country or territory as determined in accordance with 
the rules made under sub-section (6); or 

(ii) when there are no sales of the like article in the ordinary course of trade in the 
domestic market of the exporting country or territory, or when because of the particular 
market situation or low volume of the sales in the domestic market of the exporting 
country or territory, such sales do not permit a proper comparison, the normal value shall 
be either:- 

a) Comparable representative price of the like article when exported from the 
exporting country or territory to an appropriate third country as determined in accordance 
with the rules made under sub-section (6); or 

b) The cost of production of the said article in the country of origin along with 
reasonable addition for administrative, selling and general costs, and for profits, as 
determined in accordance with the rules made under sub-section (6); 

Provided that in die case of import of the article from a country other than the country of 
origin and where the article has been merely transhipped through the country of export or 
such article is not produced in the country of export or there is no comparable price in the 
country of export, the normal value shall be determined with reference to its price in the 
country of origin.” 

18. The Authority sent questionnaires to all the known exporters for the purpose of 
determination of normal value in accordance with Section 9A(l)(c). None of the 
exporters from China PR responded.

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industry has refuted any difference in quality and has questioned the rationale of the 
lower price of Chinese imports if quality was superior. 

22. The domestic industry has constructed the normal value based on the price of HF- 
100% prevailing in USA, which is reported to be the leading world producer of the 
subject product. As an alternative, the domestic industry has constructed the normal 
value based on its cost of production adjusted for selling, general and administrative 
expenses and reasonable profit. 

F.2 Examination by the Authority 

23. The Authority has taken note of the arguments and counter-arguments of the 
interested parties and the issues have been addressed in appropriate places in the findings. 

Section 9A (5) of the CT Act provides that the Authority, in a sunset review, is 
required to examine whether the cessation of such duty is likely to lead to continuation or 
recurrence of dumping and injury. Hence, the issue? before the Authority are to examine 
whether, in the event of definitive duties befog removed or allowed to expire: 

❖ dumping is likely to continue or recur; 

❖ injury to the domestic industry is likely to continue or recur. 

These have been addressed in the ensuing paragraphs. 

F.2.1 Normal Value & Export Price 

24. The authority noted that no exporter from the subject country provided 
information or co-operated in the investigation to enable the determination of normal 
value and export prlee of the subject goods from the subject country. Therefore, the 
Authority has accorded non-market economy status to the fi<m-co-operating exporters 
from the subject country and determined the dumping margin oil the basis of facts 
available in terms of Rule 6 (8) of AD Rules read with Article 6.8 of the Agreement. The 
average exchange rate adopted for the purpose of this investigation for the POI was Rs 
44.99 per $. 

F.2.1.1 Normal value 

25. The Authority has constructed the normal value ba 9 #d on the cost of production, 
conversion costs and selling, general & administrative expenses of the domestic industry 
in India together with a reasonable margin of profit. The normal value so constructed is 
Rs. *** or $ *** per MT. 

F.2.1.2 Export Price 

26. The Authority has taken the official price for calculation of dumping margin and 
price undercutting. A weighted average export price of the concentration-wise export 
price to India has been determined for the subject product. Adjustments like freight, 
insurance, commission and handling expenses have been conservatively allowed. The 



weighted average export price has been takpi as Rs **-♦. or $ ■*** per MT and after 
adjustments, the ex-factory export price comes to Rs *** or $ *** per MT.

G.l Views of interested parties 

30. The importers claim that there is no injury to the domestic industry as imports 
constitute a very small percentage and was insignificant compared to the total production 
and domestic demand. That imports are mainly due to the inability of the domestic 
industry to supply the required quantity and quality and on time. The raw materials are 
being imported at 0% duty and any increase in costs has been compensated by the 
strengthening of the rupee-dollar rate. Further, as per the annual report of the petitioners, 
there is no adverse effect on any relevant parameter, despite the increase in the raw 
material costs. In addition, the domestic industry has raised prices by 10500 per MT 
of HF- 70% over a period of 3 months, illustrating a monopolistic, anti-competitive and 
anti-consumer mindset. The domestic industry, however, claims injury from irtiports. 

G.2 Examination by the Authority 

31. The Authority has taken note of the arguments raised by the various parties in 
their submissions and the issue of likelihood of recurrence of dumping and injury to the 
domestic industry has been examined in the light of these arguments made before the 
Authority. 

32 For the purpose of injury analysis, the Authority has examined the volume and 
price effects of dumped imports on the subject goods on the domestic industry and its 
effect on the prices and profitability. To examine the existence of injury and causal links 
between dumping and injury, if any, since a positive dumping margin has been 
established for the exports from the subject countries, the entire exports has been treated 
as dumped imports for the purpose of injury analysis and causal link examination. 

A. Volume effect of dumped imports and impact on domestic industry 

Import statistics 

33. Transaction-wise data from DGCI&S show that the subject product imports has 
been reported under customs classifications 28111100. Since the product description is 
only indicative, all imports of subject goods irrespective of their classification have been 
included for the purpose of determination of volume, value and average import price. 
Imports have primarily been of HF-70%, except in the POI, when HF-60% and HF-100%

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c oun tr ie s appear, prime facie, to be unreliable. On the other hand, data culled from the 
World Trade A to show Chinese exports of HF rapcttOd by China Customs as below: 
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35. The WTA data for the injury period shows that China exports the subject product 
to a number of countries, prominently, Japan with a share of 55% in total exports in the 
POI, Taiwan and South Korea (14%), followed distantly by Singapore, Brazil and India 
with shares of 4%, 2.5% and 1% respectively. As percentage of total Chinese exports, 
India’s share is extremely insignificant. The value of exports to India is barely above 1% 
in the POI, mirroring the trend in quantity, with Japan claiming pride of place, followed 
by South Korea and Taiwan.

36. Trend computation showed that exports to India rose almost three-fold from 161 
in 2004-05 to 580 in the POI, but India’s share in total exports ranged between 0.70- 
1.15% during the injury period. Barring a few countries, the quantity of exports to others 
spurted in the POI.

41 . jhe Authority noted that domestic demand (indexed) grew by 116 over the laiury 
period, compared to 107 in die domestic sales, 118 in captive consumption and 204 in 
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total imports, while subject countries imports recorded a 4-fold rise over the same period, 
Total imports have fluctuated over the injury period and a similar fluctuation of a smaller 
magnitude is observed in the subject country imports. Imports from other countries have 
sharply fallen off from 2004-05 leaving the field clear to imports from China PR. All 
along, domestic production has been less than domestic demand* a considerable part of 
which comes from the petitioners themselves. Inevitably, imports are needed to satisfy 
the unmet demand. 

42. In their post-disclosure comments, the domestic industry have claimed that the 
inference that imports were necessitated due to its focus on captive consumption or 
inability to meet the merchant demand was factually incorrect, as demand was far lower 
than current capacity and with significant imports in the POI, production would be less 
than demand, so that what was relevant was the difference between domestic capacity 
and demand. The Authority has taken cognizance of this argument in the light of the 
increase in capacity by the domestic industry.

43.. The Authority noted that total subject product imports increased from 2.52% of 
total demand to 4.43% over the injury period, while subject country imports increased 
from 1.29% to 4.31%. In other words, while total imports rose from an indexed figure of 
100 in the base year to 176 in the POI, subject country imports rose to 333. Imports from 
other countries are effectively negligible. The Authority observed that the share of 
imports from the subject country to the total product imports has almost doubled from 













































51% in the base year to 97% in the POL The share of other domestic producers has 
remained constant over the injury period. In any case, these producers are said t o be 
consuming the subject product captively arid not offering any quantity for mepfchant sale. 
Even in the domestic industry, captive use has increased over the injury periodbHQB*$6% 
in the base year to 67% in the POI, though a peak of 68% was achieved hi ftWJr^H^The 
market share of the domestic industry fell from 22.7% in 2002-03 to-21% in-the POI, 
after slumping to 19% in 2003-04. However, if captive consumption were also induded 
in domestic industry sales, then the fall in its market share is merely 6.7% over th^ifyury 
period, depute the share of imports increasing by 3%. As a percentage of dwriestic 
industry production, subject country imports increased from 1.41% in 2002-03 to 4.79% 
in the POI, in tandem with die market share. * 

44. In their post-disclosure comments, the domestic in£if$fry .fikyd ■^tned dtet the 
determining market share and the volume effect inclusive ofcaptive cdrisurrtption was 
highly misleading. Therefore, the market shares have been recalculated excluding qaptive 
consumption in the demand and the position is as shown below.

45. Domestic demand exclusive of captive consumption depicts a fluctuating trend, 
increasing in the POI by a factor of 113 from the base year demand. Total imports as a 
percentage of demand has risen by 6% over the injury period, of which a 9% increase in 
subject country imports has partly offset the 3% decrease in imports from other countries. 
Sales of both die domestic industry and of the other domestic producers have fallen by 
3% over die injury period, from 67% arid 26% respectively in 2002*03 to 64% and 23% 
in the POL However,Kisobservedthatbxeiiision ofcaptive consumption understates 
the real demand for the product. 

c) Actual and potential effects on capacity, output and capacity utilization of the 
domestic industry

The Authority noted that capacity was enhanced by the domestic industry twice during 
the injury period, as seen by the indexed figure increasing from 100 in the base year to 
111 in 2003-04 and further to 157 in 2004-05. From 2003-04, capacity exceeded 
demand, which has increased only by 116 in the POI, compared to 2002-03. While the 
rise in capacity in 2003-04 was by de-bottlenecking the production plant, in 2004-05, it 
was through setting up of a new plant. Capacity utilisation fell consecutively to 87% in 
2003-04 and 60% in 2004-05 due to the expansions and rose to 70% in the POI. The 
Authority noted the despite the increased capacity, domestic production remained below 
demand all along the injury period. 

B. Price effect of dumped imports 

47. With regard to the effect of the dumped imports on prices, the Authority is 
required to consider whether there has been a significant price undercutting by the 
dumped imports as compared with the price of the like product in India, or whether the 
effect of such imports is otherwise to depress prices to a significant degree or prevent 
price increases, which otherwise would have occurred, to a significant degree. 

48. For the purpose of this analysis, the weighted average cost of production, 
weighted average Net Sales Realisation (NSR) and the Non-lnjurious Price (NIP) of the 
domestic industry have been compared with the landed price of imports from the subject 
countries to examine whether there has been significant price under-cutting or under¬ 
selling by the dumped imports compared with the price of the like product in India or 
whether such imports have depressed the prices or prevented price increases that 
otherwise would have occurred to a significant degree. 

a) Price under-cutting and under-selling 

49. Price under-cutting has been determined by comparing the landed value of 
dumped imports converted to the anhydrous form, with the weighted average ex-factory 
NSR of the domestic industry, where the rebates, discounts, commissions offered and the 
excise duties paid have been excluded. For price under-selling analysis, the landed value 
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of damped imports was compared wife onjyect goadfx determined by 

tricing into account verified cost and SGA expenses of the industry, together with a 
reasonable profit margin. 
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50. The Authority noted that the indexed landed value of die subject oeunuy^imfdfite 

increased by 134 since 20O3-G4 and of NSR mcTOasedby l24ftom 2002-03. The4iarim1 
value was lower than the NSR and the cost of sries dnou^out dia 
Computing the yearly changes, m 2004-05, the landed value is sc^^tecseater^ariwit 
Rs 11200 per MT compared to 2003-04, whereas the domestic selling price per MT 
decreased by Rs 400 and the NSR increased: by about* 8$ 14,0, |xS|peci 0 vp^| ^chUe cost of 
sales rose by Rs 5 f50 per MT. Despite the increase in the cost of sales in 2004-05 and in 
the POl, the selling price and NSR of thedomestic indwriiy ^ in the 

POI by about Rs 5700-5800 per MT, indicating that the industry earned large profits in 
the POI. Price under-cutting decreased from 29% in 2003?04 to 8% and rose 

to 18% in the POI. The NIP for the domestic industry has been determined at Rs *** per 
MT in the POI following the Supreme Court orders in CA Noi 1394/ 2001 agpinst a 
landed value of Rs 47544, so that price under-selling is about 8%.

51. In thel r postdlscloaire comments, the domestic industry tgs. aUlctUflit. 
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a) the weighted average of the NIP should be determined on the basis of merchant 
sales only, not of gross production. 

b) the treatment of packing cost did not seem correct, as HF-100% should have been 
segregated for determining packing cost, since it has not been packed and ISO 
container charges have been disallowed. 

c) The NSR did not appear correct because of exclusion of ISO container charges 
paid from cost of production. 

52. However, the Authority observed that: 

(a) for determining weighted average NIP, export sales alone are reduced from 
total production to arrive at production available for domestic requirement; 

(b) the unit cost of consumption of packing material claimed has been allowed, in 
line with the practice followed in the original investigation and the ISO container charges 
claimed have not been disallowed; © as ISO container charges were not disallowed for 
determining NIP, they have not been reduced from sales price to derive NSR. 

b) Price suppression and depression 

53. To examine the price suppression effect of the dumped imports on the domestic 
prices, the trend of net sales realization of the domestic industry has been compared with 
the cost of sales. From the table, it is observed that though both cost of sales and NSR of 
the subject goods increased in the POI, the trend in sales realization has been lower than 
that in the cost of sales. But while the cost of sales increased by a factor of 8 from 2004- 
05 to the POI, the selling price and the NSR increased by a factor of 12 between the 
respective periods. Hence, there is no price depression. Further, both the selling price and 
the NSR have been higher than the spst of sales, barring a marginal fall in NSR in 2004- 
05. Comparing the changes in cost of sales with that in the selling price of the domestic 
industry over the injury period, it is observed that the change in the cost of sales has been 
higher from 2004-05, partly due to the increases in the raw material costs and capacity 
under-utilisation resulting in higher costs spread over marginally lower level of 
production relative to 2003-04 arid partly due to the absorption of the cost increase 
without passing them on to the consumers through higher selling price. Hence there is 
some price suppression.

As already observed, PBT, PBIT and cash profit have been positive in all years. 
Although these three financial parameters were negatively affected in 2004-05, there has 
been a substantial improvement in the POI. Return on capital employed (%, indexed) 
though positive, have declined in three years of the injury period, with a marked decline 
in 2004-05 on account of the fall in PBIT and the increase in capital employed, but 
increased by a factor of 16 in the POI compared to the previous year. However, all these 
parameters are lower in the POI relative to the base year, except for capital employed, 
which is almost double the base year level.

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❖ Pattern of consumption: - Interested parties have stated that captive 
consumption by the domestic industry have been growing over the injury period 
resulting in reduced availability of the subject product for the market. This is seen 
to be the case. The Authority observed that the focus of the constituents of the 
domestic industry differed between increasing domestic sales and increasing the 
production of value added products, so that the overall availability for the market 

has been affected. , 

imports from other countries- Total subject product imports originating in 

countries other than the subject country are effectively insignificant, being 
replaced by increasing imports from the subject country. 

♦> Conditions of competition: - The goods are freely importable. Though there are 
four domestic producers of the product including the petitioners, the other two are 
not competing in the domestic market as they produce other value added goods.

H.2 Factors establishing causal link 

65. Examination of the performance of the domestic industry over the injury period 
shows that the performance has been partly affected due to dumped imports from the 
subject country. Despite the substantial increase in the volume of dumped imports by 3/o 
in the POI vis-a-vis 2002-03, the market share of the domestic industry has only declined 
by 1.7% over the injury period if demand inclusive of captive consumption is considered 
and by 3% if demand excluding captive consumption is computed.. The increase in 
demand has resulted from increased captive consumption by the petitioners. There is 
price under-cutting of 18% and price under-selling of 8% in the POL Domestic sales 
have increased, as also capacity. Production has increased, but not as much as the 
increase in capacity and therefore, capacity utilization had declined in the interim, and 
improved in the POI relative to the previous year. Resultantly, profits, cash flow and 
return on investment of the domestic industry deteriorated in 2004-05 and improved in 
the POI Many of the financial parameters, which had slumped in 2004-05, recouped their 
position quite substantially in the POL The decline in 2004-05 is, in part, attributable to 
the capacity under-utilisation resulting from increased capacity addition and partly to 
dumped imports. 
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66. The Authority has determined the NIP taking into account the co^ of prodyctioii 
and other associated costs of die domestic industry during the POI as per the principles 
laid down in the aforesaid judgment, which works outleRs^£l457 per MW. The injury 
margin from the subject country is as below: 
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67. Section 9A of the Act requires the Designated Authority, in an expifyjreview, to 
examine whether cessation of the duty would lead to continuation or recurrence of 
dumping and irguiy. 

J.1 View* of the interested parties 

1) On export orientation of Chinese producers and excess production capacity 

68. The dosnestic indtistty state the major raW materials for production of HF acid are 
fluorspar and sulphur, both which are available hi huge depostfk in China and iftfeed 
under State control. These minerals from China face and dumping duties impo sed 
them by other countries. Chinese producers had capacities in excess of domestic demand 
and compete aggressively in domestic and export markets* being willing to self the 
product at any*price to captwe markets. As the Indian market was huge and HF acid had 
fairly big and rapid increasing demand, revocation of duty would result in significant 
surge in dumped imports, which had continued and was giowtr^^ with iinports in the 
current period at eight times that in the period of die original investigation. The im porters 
deny this, stating that China PR considered fluorspar as a strategic material, with 
progressive annual increase in prices and concurrent restriction in export quantity. The 
petitioner has also imported fluorspar from other countries, bat the quality of the Chinese 
product was internationally recognised as the best. Besides, existence ofsigplfeant 
disposable capacity with Chinese producers was not true nor that China possessed huge 
deposits of sulphur.. 

U) On continued dumping and its likelihood 

69. The domestic industry has claimed die volume of imports 

increased since the period of the earlier investigation. The dwapfog^mnii^e ^biliB iir ri 
in the original investigation was 38%. Continued exports from China PR afta'viiupx Uwn 
of duty clearly indicated that volumes would increase further if duties were revoked. 
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Earlier, the Chinese producers were dumping HF acid of all concentrations except 70% 
but after imposition of duty they started exporting HF-70% at dumping prices to cater to 
the requirements of HF-70% market as well as other lower concentrations. 

J.2 Examination by the Authority 

70. The Authority observed that in the current scenario, the volume of the imports 
from the subject countries recorded a very significant jump in the POI, crowding out 
imports from other countries. Imports from China have mainly been of HF-70% 
concentration and those of lower concentrations were being imported from the European 
Union and USA. However, despite the significant increase in imports* the domestic 
industry has lost only L.7% of its market share in the POI, if captive consumption is 
included in the computation of demand and 3% of demand excluding captive 
consumption. Domestic production was less than the demand, despite higher capacity 
and the bulk of the production has been used captively. As regards the effect of subject 
country imports on prices, there is price under-cutting, price under-selling and price 
suppression, but no price depression. 

71. In assessing the likely scenario, data reported by China Customs in the World 
Trade Atlas show a clear spurt in exports of HF acid to various countries, including India 
and evidence of restriction in fluorspar exports. The position of exports of both is as 
shown below:

72. India in particular, has witnessed an extremely steep fall in fluorspar imports from 
China from 36,000 MT in 2002-03 to 177 MT in 2006-07, disassociated with any fall in 
demand. On the contrary, with demand for HF acid increasing, logically there would be 
an increase in fluorspar requirements. Fluorspar imports are from countries such as 
Kenya, Mexico, Mongolia, etc. But HF acid exports from China have more than tripled in 

the past two years, with the Chinese focus shifting to exports of value-added products 
rather than the basic raw material. 
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73. The Authority noted that raw material costs have increased relative to the base 
year for each key raw material. While the fluorspar rakes coufd ton# increased due to 
imports torn countries other than China, the sulphuric actd/blrtim rate increases are 
linked to the risihg petroleum prices and the possibility of these-fates increasing is very 
likely, as the petroleum prices have continued to rise subsequent to the POI. 

74. the Authority also noted that the reference price fixed in the original 

investigation was $ WM per MT of HF acid hrfts' loose/ unpacked fbrm artd S *7180 
for the packed forih. Considering the packed form of HF add, the rupee benchmark price 
that prevailed over the injury period was lower than the landed value df the product 
imports from the subject country in 2004-05 and the PCM, so that in eflfect, the# was no 
duty in these years. Besides, as the bulk of product imports from China have been of WF- 
70%, no duty was payable, since HF-70% had been excluded from the ambit of duty in 
the original investigation, as imports of this concentration had been above the norm*! 
value computed. ~ • 

K. INDIAN INDUST RY’S INTERESTS 

75. The purpose of anti dumping duties in general is to eliminate injury to the 
domestic industry caused by the unfair trade practice of dumping so as to re-establish a 
situation of open and fair competition in the Indian market in the interests of the country. 
Though anti dumping duties might affect the price levels of the products manufactured 
using subject goods and thereby have some impact on their relative competitiveness, their 
imppsition would not restrict imports from the subject countries in any why, and, 
therefore, would not affected the availability of the products to the consumers. 

L. CONCLUSIONS: 

76. After examining the issues raised and based on the analysis of current dumping 
and injury and likelihood of continuation/recurrence iff damping and injury, the Authority 
concludes that: 

i) The subject goods have entered from China PR at less than its norm# value andrthe 
dumping margin of the subject goods imported is significant. 

ii) There is a likelihood of dumping to continue if the duties are revoked. 

iii) The domestic industry has suffered some injury at present due to die dumped 
imports; and there is a likelihood of intensified injury if dptiea are withdrawn. 

iv) Therefore, continued imposition of anti dumping duty is warranted against subject 
goods originating to or exported from China PR. 

M. RECOMMENDATIONS 

77. Having conducted the review and concluded that there is a likelihood of 
continuance of dumping from the subject country and consequent injury to the domestic 
industry, the Authority is of the opinion that continuation of the measure is required 
against imports from the subject country. However, considering the current level of 
dumping from the subject countries and injury suffered by the domestic industry, the 
Authority is of the opinion that the measure in force needs to be revised. Therefore, the 
Authority considers it necessary to recommend continued imppsition of the anti-dumping 
duty on imports of subject goods from the subject country, in terms of Section 9A(5) of 
the Act, in the form and manner described hereunder. 
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78. Having regard to the lesser duty rule, the Authority recommends continued 
imposition of definitive anti-dumping duty equal to the margin of injury or dumping, 
which is lesser to remove the likelihood of injury to the domestic industry. The duty in 
the original investigation was imposed on reference price basis and the Authority 
considetrs it appropriate to re-impose it on reference price basis. Therefore, the Authority 
recommends continuation of definitive antidumping duty, on all imports of subject goods 
originating in or exported from China PR, as the difference between the landed value and 
the reference price as indicated in Col V of the table below, if the landed value at the time 
of importation is below the value indicated at Col.9. For this purpose, landed value of 
imports will be determined as the value of the goods as assessed by Customs plus 
applicable basic. Customs duty.

N. FURTHER PROCEDURE: 

79. Any appeal against the orders of the Central Government that may arise out of 
this recommendation shall lie before the Customs, Excise and Service tax Appellate 
Tribunal in accordance with the relevant provisions of the Act. 

80. The Authority may review the need for continuation, modification or termination 
of the definitive measure as recommended herein from time to time as per the relevant 
provisions of the Act and public notices issued in this respect from to time. No request 
for such a review shall be entertained by the Authority unless the same is filed by an 
interested party within the time limit stipulated for this purpose.
